“Compliments of A. Holst,” and given to his 
customers in 1912, the business was started in 
1889 ‘‘and has been steadily growing, now is one 
of the largest department stores m the county.

The souvenir booklet, in addition to photos of 
the Holst store, contained other scenes from the 
village. 

One of them showed the interior of the Elite 
Theater operated by the Mishicot Amusement 
Co., and regarded ‘‘as the most up-to-date mov- 
ing picture playhouse for a place the size of 
Mishicot, in the state, and perhaps the United 
States.”
